Looking 
at that stream one thinks of its short 
life, to be ended with the m elting 
of the snows, to sink from existence 
in the hot sands, to be reborn, pos'

Am ong all these voices one was 
missing, the most arresting of 
all, that of the melodious coy­ 
ote; when one learns to know 
the coyote his nightly serenade 
commands attention, not as a 
nuisance but as comradely com­ 
panionship. There is som ething 
lacking when the coyote does 
not howl. 


Bed in a desert camp is a sim ple 
affair; the surface rocks and pebbles 
are brushed aside, possibly a shoub 
der and hip trench scraped out, the 
bed roll throw n on the ground, uiv 
rolled, the blankets straightened and 
everything is ready for a night 
of 
sleep. 
T he haze cleared, the stars 
were visible and Carl Spitzer decid­ 
ed to study the stars of the bright 
heavens above the desert land, but 
the next words I heard from him 
expressed w onder that the sta rs had 
vanished, the night was gone and 
he could not recall that the sta rs had 
occupied any of his attention.

ing Act. by guest speaker William (). 
Harris, at Thursday*» weekly meeting 
at Carl's Rendezvous Roof. 
Mr. Har­ 
ris was introduced by Harry Batch­ 
elor, chairman of the day. Mr. Harris, 
an executive of the Federal 
Housing 
Administration and past national pres­ 
ident o f the 
Kiw’anis 
International 
Service Club, told of the formation of 
the FH A and the reasons and needs 
for its formation. 
The first objective of the act was 
to put to work men who belonged to 
the building trades and allied indus­ 
tries. 
In 1932, 90% of the people who 
were workers in this trade were on 
government relief. 
The second objec­ 
tive was to stabilize property values. 
Countless thousands of 
foreclosures 
throughout the nation were 
ruining 
property values like nothing ever had 
before. 
The FHA stabilized this con­ 
dition. 
The third reason was that pri­ 
vate capital had withdrawn from the 
business of lending money for build­ 
ing w ith real estate as a 
security. 
Banks, loan and building and loan in­ 
stitutions were drawn into their storm 
cellars and it took the FHA to alle­ 
viate their fears and start them loan­ 
ing again. 
The FHA has protected anti preserv­ 
ed the wealth of the country through 
the modernization of the homes and 
business places. One point made clear 
by Mr. Harris is that money 
loaned 
under the FHA is not government 
money, but rather that it is private 
capital with the stamp of insurance 
of the government on it. 
It guaran­ 
tees that the loan will be repaid.

gives a real estate mortgage self li­ 
quidity.

in the vicinity of Palm Springs, 
it is unique in its setting, giving 
it prom inence not afforded 
to 
some 
of the 
more 
extensive 
fields. 


W h en asked how large the Borego 
Desert State Park is I could only a n ­ 
swer th at it is large, so I inquired of 
the ranger who said there are 2 5 4 / 
000 acres, extending from the mouiv 
tains back of Borego V alley to the 
Saltón Sea. 
It contains some grand 
desert country and it is to he regret' 
ted th at more of our desert is not 
included in areas that will receive 
some m easure of protection. 
W ith 
the increase in popularity of the des­ 
ert, vigilance m ust be exercised to 
protect it from the Sunday 
sight' 
seer. 
But I believe it only fair to 
add that there seems ot he a growing 
sentim ent in favor of consideration 
and protection of the desert hy vis­ 
itors. 


T h e ocotillo forest is not yet 
at its best but should be in an­ 
other week.

tillo are in blossom at this time.
